The club was +«sked by the 
Red Cross to furnish communic tions betwe-n their red cross st#tions 
around the fair grounds. The editor asked Ray to write up what 
happened and here follows; 


Whwwt It's over, and we made it! The Indianapolis Radio Club 
Inc. provided emergency communication ‘for the americen Red Cross via 
2 meter ham radio for nine deys during the State Fair. 


Using BC522 transmitters and receivers located at three field 
stations and in the Emergency Hospital on the Fairgrounds, Indiane- 
polis hems called ambulences, errenged relief shifts for the Rec 
Cross workers, ordered supplies as needed, and handled reports be- 
tween the stations via redio. Stations were set up at the west~ 
gate on 42nd Street, in front of the Purdue Building on the midway, 
at the southwest corner of the Coliseum, and in the hospital. Gear 
for this work was loened by Damon Lewrence, Les Watson, Harry 
Butler, Dou Bergenroth, Jerry Lucxs, Murvin Wood, Charlie Mitten, 
George Wood, and Rey Forbes. 


‘The stetions were operated deily in two shifts from lla to 6 Pii 
and from 6PM to 11 PM from September lst through Septerber 9th in- 
elusive. 


To George Wood, W9CZO, snd Elmer Teflinger, W9GRN, who geve 
so generously of their time during the dey tricks, und to all the 
others who loaned their geer end stood wsetches, the Radio Club 
gretefully suys "gnx, Om, for 4 fb job."
